Ed. Times:—At the present time 


when nearly everybody is talking re- 
form i:i politics and all good citizens 
recognize the need of .it," I am sur- 
prised at the silence of our local press 
on the subject of the initiative and 
referendum, or, in other, words, "Di- 
rect Legislation," the one thing upon 
which all reformers can unite, as it 
simply means restoring the govern- 
ment to the people from whom it has 
been wrested by bosses and boodle. 
Ky -"initiative," as used in legisla- 
tion, is meant the power of a certain 
per cent of the voters to initiate or 
introduce any law which they may 
desire. By "referendum" is meant 
the act of referring a law that has 
been enacted by the Jcgislative body 
to the people for ratification or re- 
jection. The "referendum" gives the 
voters the power of ^veto over legis- 
lation. The system of "direct legis- 
lation" is in full operation in the re- 
public of Switzerland and today it is 
the best • governed country in the 
world. The political boss, the lobby- 
ist, and the boodler, are practically 
unknown in their politics. The fol- 
lowing is the manner of procedure 
under the system 6C the 
initiative 


and referendum. 
For instance, take 


the question of a postal savings bank. 
Why don't we have a chance to vote 
on that question? At present there 
is no way of doing so,except to join a 
party pledged to that measure. Un- 
der the initiative, say one or two 
per cent of the voters would petition 
the national government, asking that 
an 'clection^be called to allow the 
voters to express themselves on that 
question. The election must be an- 
nounced. 
Suppose it is found when 


the votes are counted that the meas- 
ure has a majority. Then the follow- 
ing congress must name a law in ac- 
cordance with the will of the people 
previously expressed. There can be 
no such thing as "defeat, 
after 
the 


pcpple have initiated a law and 
passed it in this manner, therefore 
the lobbyist will have lost his occu- 
pation. 
The lobby can buy and de- 


bauch a few, but cannot buy the na- 
tion at a general election. 


Now, as to the referendum: Sup- 


pose congress should pass a bill re- 
pealing the civil service law. Under 
the referendum one or two per cent, 
of the voters could petition and de- 
mand that this law be submitted to 
the voters at the next general elec- 
tion, and it must be submitted. 
The 


result would be the life or death of 
the law for the time.

at a low price during a slump. On snd- 


;'.. denly receiving the tip that it was like- 
ly to boom immediately, he settled a 


limit at which to Bell, and when the 
price had reached this figure wired .his 
broker to sell out immediately. He left 
MB office with jaunty step. He had net- 
ted a fortune in one coup. A few hours 
later the stock fell just as suddenly as 
it had risen, and to a figure consider- 
ably below that he had originally paid 


. for it. Judge, then, of his dismay when 


his stockbrokers' clerk drove to his 
itonse and asked for a confirmation of a 
telegram they had just had, which ap- 
peared to have been delayed in trans- 
mission.

Innumer- 
able fortunes have been lost by five 
minute delays in getting oat protections 
daring which times others have stepped 
in .with similar ideas and annexed the 
reward of their promptness. 
A curious 


and somewhat pathetic instance in con- 
nection with an invention happened to 
an engineer who hud spent some years 
in perfecting u hydraulic railway brake. 
"Tho idea wag an every way perfect, and 
in conjunction with hi.s sou ho had con- 
structed models and partially drawn up 
patent specifications. 
To tho latter, 


however, he bud not confided a certain 
email mechanical detail—the very one ' 
which hud cost him so much labor to 
work out successfully—his idea being 
that bis son should endeavor to over-

Peculiar Chinese Customs* 


The customs of the Chinese in the 


matter of death and burial are certainly 
peculiar. Infants are buried summarily 
without coffins, and the young are in- 
terred with few rites, but tho funerals 
of the aged of both sexes are elaborate 
in proportion to the number of the de- 
eceudauts and to their weulch. Wheu a 
childless married man dies, his widow 
may perform all tho duties of a son to- 
ward him, may remain in his bouse and 
may adopt children to rear as his heirs 
and as worshipers of tho family manes. 
If bis widow purposes marrying again, 
a young male relative may, with the 
consent of senior members of the clan, 
undertake the services expected from e> 
Eon and may inherit the estate of this 
deceased. When one is nboat to die, he 
is removed from his couch to a bench, 
or to a mat ou the floor, because of a 
belief that he who dies in bed will carry 
the bedstead as a burden into the other 
world. 
He is washed in a new vessel, 


in warm water, in which a bundle of 
incenso sticks is merged. After tho wash- 
ing the vessel and the water are thrown 
away together. Ho is then arrayed in a 
full suit of new clothing, that he may 
appear at his best. Ho breathes his last 
in tho main room before tbo largest 
door iu tho house, that tlao departing 
soul may easily find its way out into 
the air. A sheet,of spirit money (brown 
paper having a patch of gilding ou one 
surface) is laid over the upturned faco, 
because ifc is said that if tho eyes are 
left uncovered the corpse may count the 
row of tiles in tho roof, and that in. 
such case the family could never build 
a more spacious domicile.—New YorU
